Joseph W. Bergrath, 72, Ven¬ 
ice township tax assessor for 
the past 21 years, died at 10:15 
a.m. today at St. Mery's Hos¬ 
pital, East St. Louis, where he 
was a patient for three weeks. 
He had a heart condition and 
had been ill 2>/^ months. 

Mr. Bergrath, who resided at 
1739 Fourth street, Madison, 
was active in various civic, 
fratemal, veterans and govern¬ 
mental organizations. 

. He recently was employed as 
a bartender at Pete & Mary's 
tavern in (iranite City and 
formerly operated the old

Burglars Ransack 
Church Rectory 

Burglars broke into and ran¬ 
sacked the living quarters of 
the rectory of the Nativity of 
the Virgin Mary Eastern Ortho¬ 
dox Church at Madison while 
the pastor, Rev. Eugene Van- 
such, and his wife, were on 
vacation, Madison police report¬ 
ed Friday. 

The burglary was discovered 
by Rev. and Mrs. Vansuch upon 
their return home TTiursday 
evening. 

Police said the thieves en¬ 
tered the rectory basement by 
forcing open a door on the north 
side of the building, which is 
located at 416 Ewing avenue. 
They stole a small amount of 
money from the basement 
kitchen. They then went around 
the building and tore the screen 
on a window on the souAi side. 

The burglars used a rock and 
a metal clothes prop to tgar the 
screen on the back door, then 
broke a pane of glass on the 
door to reach in and unlatch 
the door to enter the rectory 
office. 

According to police the 
thieves did not ransack the of¬ 
fice, but entered the living 
quarters where they thoroughly 
searched two bedrooms. Taken 
by the burglars were an assort¬ 
ment of jewelry and $60 in cash 
from one bedroom, and a porta¬ 
ble televi.slon set and a radio 
. from another bedroom. 

Rev. Vansuch told police that 
a parishioner, Val Frynttko, 
who had been picking up the 
mail at the rectory, said he was 
by last Tuesday evening but 
noticed nothin; ami.ss at the 
time,

The first unit trainloads of 
high-grade Iron ore pellets are 
arriving at Granite City Steel 
Co. from the nation's newest 
producing iron ore mine and 
pelletizing plant located in the 
Ozark Mountains of southeast 
Missouri, 65 mile.s from the ore * 
yard at Granite City Steel. 

The Pilot Knob Pellet Co., 
one of the largest new industrial 
facilities in the state of Mis¬ 
souri. is owned 50-50 by Hanna 
Mining Co. of Cleveland and 
Granite City Steel. 

Nicholas P. Veeder, chairman 
and chief executive officer of 
Granite City Steel, said this 
marks the first time in its his¬ 
tory that the firm has controlled 
a large portion of its iron ore 
requirements. Pellets are con¬ 
sidered the ultimate in tenefici- 
ated blast furnace feed. Those 
from Pilot Knob are 64% irwi. 

Will Increase Capacity 
Veeder said the supply of a 
superior iron-bearinj^^aterial 
will increase the piSN|g ca¬ 
pacity of the comp^Pv two 
blast furnaces and is also ex¬ 
pected to lead to substantial 
efficiencies. 

Development of the 1356-foot- 
deep main shaft at the base of 
a hill—also called Pilot Knob- 
in Iron county. Mo., began al¬ 
most four years ago. When the 
mine and concentrating and pel¬ 
letizing facilities at the surface 
are brought to full capacity 
operations, they will produce at 
the rate of about 1,000,000 gross 
tors of pelleu a year. The en¬ 
tire output will be consumed at 
Granite City Steel. 

The Pilot Knob Pellet Co. will 
support the larger steel-making 
capacity which Granite City 
Steel acquired during a recently 
completed expansion and mod¬ 
ernization program. Veeder 
pointed out that one of the 
company's major new facilities 
is a basic oxygen furnace steel¬ 
making plant. Oxygen steel¬ 
making requires a larger pro¬ 
portion of molten pig iron in the 
furnace charge than the older 
open hearth steelmaking 
process.

American Steel Awards Contract for Clean Air System 


Local industry took another 
step today toward cleaning the 
air In the Granite City arisa. 

American Steel Foundries, an 
operating unit of Amsted Indus¬ 
tries, awarded a $350,000 con¬ 
tract to the Pangborn Corpora¬ 
tion. Hagerstown, Md.. for the 
installation of two sidedrafe 
du.st and fume control systems 
at its Granite City Works. Con¬ 
struction will begin immediate¬ 
ly with completion scheduled 
fcir early 1960. 

H. W. Chapman, ASF’s pres¬ 
ident, said the project te the 
result of an extansive study 
coiducted by ASF with the help 
of local and state Air Pollution 
Control Boards. The systems 
will clean the air outflow from 
the plant's two new 39-lon ca¬ 


pacity electric arc furnaces, 
now under construction. 

These furnaces will replace 
the current open hearth type 
units now used to produce steel 
(or the manufacture of compo¬ 
nent parts for railroad cars. 

2 Bag-House Systems 
The pollution control project 
will Include two bag-house type 
filtration systems, each with a 
capacity of 96,000 cubic feet of 
air per minute. Large blowers 
will force the contaminated air 
from the furnates into tite col¬ 
lection bags via a network of 
ducts, 60 inches in diameter. 

The blowers, corstructed of a 
special high temperature metal 
alkw and powered by 250 
horsepower electric motors, 
will eliminate not^ only the 


smtrite and dust of the melting 
operation, b u t undesirable 
fumes as well. While there will 
te a separate sidedraft system 
for eadh furnace, the two sys¬ 
tems will te fully intercon¬ 
nected so either unit may pro¬ 
vide sufficient airflow to clean 
pollutants from the entire melt¬ 
ing facility. 

The collector bags, 350 per 
system, will be housed outside 
ttie plant buildings in two en¬ 
close areas, each covering 765 
square feet. In addition, ASF te 
Installing a pelletizing system 
to process the collected dust 
into a nuisance-free substance.

(1) Effect a closer working 
relationship between LAMP 
and the appropriate mediation 
services, and (2) provide for a 
more positive approach to 
making LAMP assistance avail¬ 
able in aiding the solution of 
labor-management problems. 

James said that the guide¬ 
lines were revised to insure 
that LAMP’S efforts in the case 
of a dispute, are made in co- 


mediation services who have 
intimate knowledge of the en¬ 
tire situation," he said. 

James pointed out that LAMP 
does not become involved In a 
dispute unless both sides and 
the mediation service involved 
agree.

Melvin Price, local Dem¬ 
ocrat, joined by a bl-partlsan 
group if 09 other members of 
the House, Introduced legisla¬ 
tion Friday Intended to effec- 
lively ban switchblades and 
I similar deadly knives. 

Price's new legislation bans

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Council Action Could Unlock Fodoral 
Fundi for Parking, Othor ImprovomonH 

How much is inadequate parking and ac¬ 
companying inconvenience and traffic conges¬ 
tion harming the Granite City central business 
district? The harm is serious, a study by the 
SlU Business Research Bureau has shown. 

While some parking facilities have been 
added or are scheduled for installation since the 
study was made, it is believed that there is still 
NATIONAL NEWSPAPER * for several times as many parking spaces 

The bureau notes that "it has been gener¬ 
ally accepted by businesa consultants that the 
ratio of sales to parking should be about $5000 
in sales per parking space. A range of from 
$2500 to $7500 has been considered within rea¬ 
son, depending on the character of the shopping 
area (types of retail establishments)." 

A general CBD (central business district) 
requires about one parking space for each 
$3000 yearly sales volume, one to $5000 if 
there is a wide variety of goods and services, 
or one to $7500 if it includes department stores. 

The ideal is to have "an adequate flow of 
shoppers move into the shopping area, find 
places to park, go about their business and leave 
with a minimum of lost time and discomfiture, 
as well as little likelihood of shopper irritation 
because of a lack of parking." Lower ratios 
mean excessive cost in maintaining parking fa¬ 
cilities; higher ratios mean that shoppers too 
often find it difficult to park, with many then 
deciding to make their purchases elsewhere. 
Buying and payroll statistics show that many 
do just that. 

Assuming a workable ratio would be 
$5000 per parking space, the Granite City 
downtown district would require parking for 
5000 autos. The study shows only about 1330 
are available, indicating a parking shortage of 
great magnitude. 

Projections of potential retail sales indicate 
17,000 might be necessary by 1983. unless 
there are major changes in transportation 
methods and traffic handling. Because some 
technological changes seem certain by then, a 
smaller figure of 12,750 parking places by 1985 
is used as a general guide for planning. 

Even if the need has been overestimated, 
it seems clear that much must be done to catch 
up and then keep pace with central business 
district parking needs here. 

Unquestionably, enactment of the pending 
Granite City urban renewal program could be 
a major step toward providing additional land 
for parking. Everything needed in order to pro¬ 
ceed is in the hands of the city government. 
Action depends on the council

Brief But Constructive Session 
By Illinois General Assembly 

Whether constructive actions can be taken 
at a special Illinois legislative session has been 
demonstrated conclusively by the two-week ses¬ 
sion which came to an end Thursday afternoon. 
Bipartisan cooperation is possible, even in an 
election year, it became evident. 

Among various actions, the General As¬ 
sembly: 

Authorised for a second time construction 
of a $4 million physical education building at 
SiU-SW, avoiding loss of an available federal 
grant. 

Approved a $60 million state fund loan to 
tide ihe Illinois government over a late 1968- 
early I 969 financial shortage. 

Provided $50,000 to finance or partly K- 
nance a site and feasibility study for a Madison- 
St. Clair counties airport that may serve as the 
second major airport for the St. Louis metro- 

Enacted a. law outlining police powers to 
halt and search persons suspected of commiting 
or being about to commit a crime. 

Provided a fourth circuit judge for Madi¬ 
son county to offset the loss of a judge by death 
this year, and set identical salaries of $25,000 
for circuit and associate circuit judges. The new 
judge is expected to be elected this November. 

Restricted insurance policy cancellations 
and established insurance industry machinery 
for pooling of fire and other risks in slums and 
riot-affected areas. 

Legalized municipal ordinances requiring 
fairness in property sales, renting and financing. 

Made draft card burning a felony punish¬ 
able by a $10,000 fine and five years in prison. 

Set a $5000 fine and five-year prison term 
as tbe maximum penalty for mutilating or dese¬ 
crating rite American flag. . 

Required hospitals, nurses, and doctors to 
report cases of malnutrition to the Illinois De¬ 
partment of Children and Family Services. 

Voted needed amendments to the $1 bil¬ 
lion state water-alr-recreation bond issue which 
will appear on the ballot Nov. 5. 

Authorized county boards to raise the pay 
of state's attorneys. 

Boosted legislators' yearly pay fr< 
to $12,000. 

Enabled university governing boards to sell 
revenue bonds for construction projects at 6% 
rather than 5%. due to the existing bond mar¬ 
ket condition. 

Allowed patients with other types of pul¬ 
monary diseases to be treated at county tuber¬ 
culosis sanitariums, and permitted sanitariums 
to be closed if adequate outpatient faciLties are 
main tained. 

Permitted the Illinois Building Authority 
to proceed with sale of bonds and awarding of 
contracts to build regional state office buildings 
in Collinsville and Marion, after expiration of 
previous authority. 

Approved a $1,500,000 supplementary 
appropriation for bonuses to the increasing num¬ 
ber of Vietnam war veterans.

Raise Salaries of Police, Firemen

When the movement lor statehood was inaugurated in Illi¬ 
nois in November 1817, little was thought of it at first. 

As time passed, however, and favorable news began to ar¬ 
rive from Washington in the late winter and early spring of 1818, 
the movement began to attract more attention and likewise more 
opposition. 

The principal opposition to the statehood movement devel¬ 
oped from the advocates of slavery and—although the slavery 
issue was not clcar-cui—It was the most important issue in the 
Constitutional Cenvention election. 

The discussion revolved about this question. 

Some argued that Illinois should not be admitted as a free 
state because chat would seriously handicap It from an Industrial 
and population standpoint. 

Others argued that It was proper industrially as well as 
morally to eliminate slavery. 

The complicated nature of the slavery question, doubtless, 
enabled many of the candidates for convention delegates to evade 
the vital issues of existing slavery and the indenture system by 
merely declaring themselves opposed to the admission of slavery. 

The representatives of three counties, Union, Johnson and 
Edwards, ail voted on the antl-elavery side at every point 
and it is quite likely that the slavery lasue played a conalder- 
able part in their elections. 

Of the lour unsuccessful candidates in Union county, two 
held slaves. 

In Johnson county, only one candidate, who was not elected, 
was a slave holder and an active advocate of the toleration of 
slavery in Illinois. He Is said to have been defeated by only a few 
votes. 

In Edwards county, II is possible that Morris Birkbeck may 
have exerted an influence against slavery even as early as this 
election. 

All the representatives of Gallatin, Randolph and Jackson 
counties voted consistently for the recognition of the indenture 
system and existing slavery. 

The importance of the saline, the operation of which de¬ 
pended OR slave labor, Is sufficient to explain the situation in 
Gallatin. 

In Randolph county, Elias Kent Kane is said to have de¬ 
clared that "if Dr. Fisher should be elected as his colleague, he. 
Mr. Kane, would consider himself Instructed to vote for the in¬ 
troduction of slavery. 

“But if Mr. McFaren was elected as his colleague, then he 
would consider himself instructed to vote against slavery." 

The result of Ihe deliberations of the convention, which defi¬ 
nitely eliminated slavery, is sufficient evidence that the senti¬ 
ment of the people was against slavery.

Curb Teenage, Adult Lawlessness While Eliminating Despair Through Improved Homes, Jobs, Schooling 


By U. S. Senator Charles H. Percy of Illinois 


In recent years, assassins' 
bullets have struck down many 
of the leaders of our nation. 

The victims have come from 
every segment of our popula¬ 
tion—Malcolm X, George Lin¬ 
coln Rockweli, Medgar Evers, 
JcUin F. Kennedy, Martin Lu¬ 
ther King jr., Robert F. Ken¬ 
nedy. 

There is hardly a group that 
has been exempted. 

Here in the nation’s capital, 
day in and day out, crime is 
our biggest single concern as it 
affects the citizens living here. 

One night last month, a youth 
was shot and killed just a few 
blocks from my home. The next 
night, two fine Marine Corps 
officers were murdered in cold 
blood as they ate a hamburger 
in a sandwich shop just six 
blocks from my home. 

During my first six months 
in Washington, of approxi¬ 
mately 40 office employees, 
five young ladies and me of 
our young men have had the 
following crimes committed 
upon thorn—a p a r t m e n t 
broken into, apartment 
broken into and theft, 
wheels stolen from car, 
mugging and wallet stolen, 
prowler outside bouse, drive 
shaft stolen from car, and 
stolen car. 

I have been Impressed 
flrst4iand with the lawless- 
aoes of tbe nation’s capitol 
today and the necessity of 
dtd^ something to drastt* 
cally leverM the present 


trend in American society. 

I am particularly con¬ 
cerned about disarming 
teenagers and other young 
people—eimeclally those in 
gangs — Ad I applaud the 
Supreme Court upholding 
tbe constitutionality of atop 
and frisk laws. 

We must effeettvely clamp 
down where crime occurs, 
and the area of greatest 
concern is clear for all to 
see: In the United Stateo In 
1868, persons under 25 yean 
of age committed tbe fol¬ 
lowing proportions of major 
crimes based on actual ar¬ 
rests—murder, 87%; force- 
able rape, 60%; robbery, 
71%; bursary, 81%; auto 
theft, over 80%. 

Disarming teenagers and 
young people is an urgent step 
we must take now, 

Other nations have far more 
stringent i^gulattons on fire¬ 
arms than the United States. 
And other nations have a much, 
much smaller percentage of 
deaths by firearms than our 
natioa. 

I was glad to play a part in 
fashioning the recent Omnibus 
Crime (^trol Act which was 
passed by Congress and signed 
Into law by the PresidenL It 
contalRS many features which I 
think will slow and, hopefully, 
reverse the growth of crlme. 

One title of the act provides 
for federal grants to upgrade 
state and local police depart¬ 
ment and law enforcement 


methods. Republican leaders 
in the House of Representatives 
were able to add Co this title 
a distinctively Republican fea¬ 
ture—that the grants be given 
in block form Co the state for 
administration. 

Another title of tbe act 
makes it a federal offense 
for the first time for indi- 
vlduais to engage In wire¬ 
tapping, but provides that 
I a w enforcement agents 
may use electronic surveil¬ 
lance In their pursuit of 
crime. No law e^orcement 
offlim may use them, how¬ 
ever, without a court order. 

In days when organized 


crime relies on word-of- 
mouth Information' and ori- 
dom on writing, electronic 
surveillance can become an 
effective law enforcement 
tool that Is worth trying. 

I was pleased to be able to 
propose, and have the Senate 
and House approve, several 
other amendments which I feel 
greatly strengthened the Crime 
Control act. 

One will provide for the re¬ 
cruitment of Community Serv¬ 
ice Officers from the slums and 
ghettos to serve as police as- 
elstants. Tbe young officers 
Will provide effective communi¬ 
cation between the pt^lce and 


the Inner city residents. It is 
an exciting new concept in law 
enforcement—a concept recom¬ 
mended by both the President's 
Crime and Kerner commissions. 

Two other successful pro¬ 
posals which I spoosored 
last year were added to tbe 
bm. They will Increase tbe 
effectiveness of federal 
search warrants and en¬ 
large tbe right of appeal 
from court orders supppres- 
slug vital evidence in fed¬ 
eral criminal cases. 

These laws were neces¬ 
sary to streagthen tbe hand 
of our federal law enforce¬ 
ment agents and give need¬ 


ed assistance to our police 
against rising crime rates. 
Insistence on law and order 
is essential. But it is only a 
part of the crime problem that 
confrmits us. 

The root cause of crime—the 
hopelessness and despair which 
have sprtmg up in our high 
crime areas because of the 
lack of adequate jobs, housing 
and education—need attention. 

The Omnibus Crime Bill and 
the Omnibus Housing Bill, both 
of which I have bem proud to 
have assisted with, represent 
the broad attack being launched 
at the federal level to give jus¬ 
tice and of^Mtunlty to all our 
citizens.

Sewage Goes from Chicago Through lll'mois River to the Mississippi

Industries create eometimes 
toxic, concentrated leftovers 
from the washing, cooling, 
flushing or chemical processes 
used in produetkm operations. 
A few in Illinois still discharge 
untreated wastes into water¬ 
ways; some treat tbelr own 
wastes. Most send them through 
municipal system, which can 
overtake t;reatim«nt plants. 

Tbe regional nantre of indus¬ 
try affects the type ol pollution 
problems that must be solved 
in variCMs parts of the state. 
In northern Illinois, wastes 
from metal finishing ^ants are 
«Kic. Chemical plants contrib- 


Pure Air and Water) 
ute heavily to both water and 
air ptrilution. 

In northern and central Illi¬ 
nois there is a concentration of 
canneries that tend to pollute 
streams during the summer 
months. In southern Illinois, 
acid wastes from coal mining 
and brine from oil production 
are sources of pollution. 

Streams may be poUuied 
by careless or excessive 
application of agrlmltural 
fertilizers, pesticldee and 
herbicides. $«U particles 
which enter water supplies, 
as the result oi soil erosion, 
carry pollutants with them. 


or the majM' rivers, the Illi¬ 
nois River is the most seriously 
polluted all along its meander¬ 
ing route. It 'must cany tbe 
treated waste load from tbe 
entire Chicago metropolitan 
area. Sewage treatment in tbe 
Chicago Sanitary District iHaots 
is more than-9l>% efficirat, but 
there is still a problem. The 
load is jupt too great. 

Officials to Chicago, where 
giant strides mre being made to 
combgt poUution, estimate that 
more than two billion gallons 
of water corvying created sew¬ 
age are released each day from 
tbe city into canals and 
branches of tbe Chicago River. 


This. In turn, goes into the 
Illinois River. 

Water resource authorities 
also point out that, each day, 
appn^mately 3500 tons of s^- 
id wastes are sent down the 
Illinois River to tbe Mlssissl^ 
River. 

By tbe time the Illinois River 
reaches tbe Peoria area. It has 
begun to recover somewhat 
frcHn the onriaught of ptHIu- 
tanls. Then. M receives treated 
sewage from the Peoria area 
and some untreeted wastes 
from F'ekin industries. 

Thus, it is polluted over and 
over again and beemnes unfit 
for recreational use for a con¬ 
siderate distance downstream.

Wheat Average Varies 

Wheat variety tiest plots har¬ 
vested at Bergmatui • Taylor 
Seeds, St. Jacob yielded 45.9 
bushels per acre average of all 
varieties, nearly nine bushels 
per acre leas than last year's 
average of 54.3 bushels average 
at that location. Wheat yields 
in general are lower throughout 
the couicy this year. 

Yield of each variety in the 
test plots was Gage, S2.B bush¬ 
els per acre; Mon(xi, 47.1 bu.; 
Benhur, 46.7 bu.; Triumph, 45.3 
bu.; Riley 57. 42.6 bu.; and 
Knox 63, 40.9 bu. 

Cage and Triumph are hard 
wheat varieties, and the others 
are soft wheats. Soft wheat 
varieties tisually yield more 
than hard wheats, but this year 
a hard triieat variety. Gage, 
was the top ylelder. 

Farmers are cautlcned. as 
usual, against using results 
from one set of plots and one 
year's results as a basis for 
choosing a variety. Yield aver¬ 
ages for each variety at many 
locations for several years In 
this area of IlllDois are avail¬ 
able to serve as a guiito in se- 
lecTtlng varieties.
